WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


There has been no lack of interest or animation in 
the canned food market this week, and which, be it re- 
membered, is but a repetition or a continuation of the 
conditions evident last week. It is hardly too much to 
say that excitement has broken loose, and the buyers are 
driving prices to high marks in their anxiety to cover 
their requirements before the market gets entirely away 
from them. 


When, two weeks ago, we advised packers to draw 
out of the market and hold off, as all indications—both 
from the point of view of crops and demand—pointed to 
advancing prices, there were not a few who laughed at 
the advice; but it is to be noted that the canners took 
the advice and are now thanking their lucky stars they 
did so. The buyers had for months been pretending that 
they did not believe the reported poor conditions of crops, 
and asserted, on the contrary, that all indications pointed 
to record crops and packs. Undoubtedly some buyers 
even persuaded themselves that this was true; but such a 
“bluff” was bound to be called, and now we find them 
feverish in their anxiety to cover. With spot stocks of 
both corn and tomatoes cleaned up to an extent not 
equaled for years, and the packs of both these articles 
practically certain to be short of last year’s production, 
there is a reason, and a very good one, why prices should 


.| soar, and why they will go even higher than now quoted. 
To a distinterested observer of the market this has been 


clear for a long while, but the canners had become so ac- 
customed to listening to the voice of the buyers that it re- 


“quired the opening of the active canning season, and the 


patent fact that yields are actually small, before they

buyers. 

As to the demand, it needs only to be mentioned that 
all orders—and they are coming in unprecedented num- 
bers—are for rush shipments, proving beyond all doubt 
that the claim that jobbers are carrying very light stocks 


is also true. As to the probability of the future demand. 
as an effect of the war in Europe, and which we offered. 


as a cause for withholding all offers, and which many also 
questioned, read what the Committee appointed by the 
Mayor of New York City to investigate the advanced 
prices, says: 


The Executive Committee of the committee of citizens 
appointed by Mayor Mitchel to investigate the increase in the 
cost of foodstuffs met in the City Hall yesterday (Aug. 19th) 
and received reports from investigators and appointed a com- 
mittee on transportation to see what could be done about get- 
ting more foodstuff to the city. The committee, composed of 
railroad and steamship men, is as follows: 

D. W. Cooke, chairman; T. B. Koons, of the Jersey Cen- 
tral Railroad; Robert C. Wright, Pennsylvania Railroad; Wm. 
L. Woodrow, Old Dominion Line, and H. E. Willer, New York 
Central Lines. 

George W. Perkins, chairman of the Mayor’s committee, 
said that the committee’s investigators had reported that fresh 
vegetables were plentiful and that every housewife ought to 
take advantage of the fresh vegetables instead of purchasing 
canned foods. 

“It is the opinion of the committee that we should con- 
serve the supply of canned foods of all kinds.’’ He said: ‘No 
one knows when this war will end, and the housewife should 
do all she can to help the committee, because we don’t know 
what we are going to face this winter. We appeal to every 
housewife to use fresh vegetables while they are plentiful.”’ 
The chairman also said that today a report would be made 
public showing the relative value from a nutrition point of 
view, of different vegetables. 


The advice of Mr. Perkins is excellent; it is simply 
what any good housewife does—insists upon the family 
eating the fresh fruits and vegetables and to save the pre- 
served for winter uses. The question of a food supply for 
our country is today exactly equivalent to this good 
housewife’s—every can of goods packed or to be packed 
will be needed, and needed badly, and the surplus crops 
now coming to market should be used while they last. 

The tomato market has been active, the inquiries and 
orders coming from all sections of the country, and as we 
The West is 
practically cleaned out of 1913 tomatoes, and now we have 


have intimated, with instructions to rush. 


to announce the East in the same condition. One leading 
Harford county operator reports being entirely cleaned 
out, and gives it as his belief that the condition is general. 
The market on spots is really nominal, quoted in Balt:- 
more city by some interests at 7714, while country can- 
ners and representatives quote it up to 85c. It is known 
that heavy orders at 80c. have been flatly refused. It will 
not be surprising if prices touch 90c, by the time this is 
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recognized and acknowledged by both canners and 


read. Heavy packing of new goods is not possible for a 


_week or more, though the packers have been quite busy 


this past week. However, there are few packers who care 
to take on further ordders until they can see more clearly 
that their future obligations will be filled. 
have withdrawn from the market until crop yields and 


Most packers 


packs become more certain. 
An expert.on tomato growing recently made an ex- 


tensive investigation of crop conditions on the Peninsula, 
and reports the outlook very unfavorable. As he put it, 
it will take a late fall, with plentiful rains and sunshine, 
to make a new growth of vine, if anything like a normal 
crop is to be expected. The tomatoes do not seem to be 
on the vines, and the crown-set has disappeared. 

In corn the conditions, if anything, are worse than in 
tomatoes. A letter from the Secretary of the Western 
Canners’ Association, quoted in our editorial, will prove 
most interesting as outlining the situation of this article 


in the West. The market has advanced to 70c. for stand- 
ard Maine style, as quoted here in Baltimore, but is held 


by the canners at 75c. in the counties, and it is said that 
further business would not be taken even at $1. The 
factories are now at work upon the crop, and the outturn 
is very disappointing. Factories which figured confi- 
dently upon 20,000 cases now consider they will be very 
lucky if they get 12,000 cases. In a little more than a 
week the price has advanced from 57% to Y5c., with prac- 
tically no sellers at that figure. In the West the same 
condition will be found as shown by the report from In- 
dianapolis. The crop condition of corn has been closely 
followed, and the Secretary of the Western Association 
estimates that the pack will not exceed 6,000,000 cases this 
season, which is but little more than one-half the average 
pack of the past five years, or about equal to the pack of 
1909. 

Baked beans have been withdrawn from quotation in 
this market, and have advanced to high figures in all mar- 
kets of the country. The reason for this is that dried 
beans are soaring, and there is no certainty of a future 
price on them. This is one of the articles which the ar- 
mies of Europe will largely call for to feed their soldiers. 

There are very few lines of canned foods which have 
not felt the result of advancing prices, and it is to be ex- 
pected that all of them will go to higher figures. 


Pig tin has lost much of its excitement and returned 
to more like reasonable prices. This has been caused by 
an apparently unexpected heavy delivery of pig tin, and 
which was afloat unknown to the operators. From the 
fact that England has bought and had shipped to her one 
immense cargo of foodstuffs, mainly canned foods, it 
would seem that much of the danger in shipping has been 
removed. For this reason also the salmon canners are 
hopeful of delivering heavily, and also the fruit canners 
of California. These latter expect to make deliveries in 
full on all contracts with England, and which were very

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SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE IN 
CANNED GOODS. 


By E. A. Thayer,

Owing to the opportunity the United States now has to 
grasp an immense amount of trade in South America, the in- 
formation here given on the canned -food situation is most 
timely and important. Many of these countries are now 
asking for canned foods, but before attempting to secure 
the market, conditions, requirements and customs must be 
learned.—Editor.) 

INTRODUCTION. 

Annual imports of canned goods in South America amount 
to about $14,000,000 (not including Brazil), of which the 
United States supplies about 18 per cent. The only cuntries 
in South America doing a canning business of any importante 
are Argentina, Chile and Uruguay. 

Argentina cans large and increasing quantities of meats 
and fruits. -No extensive canning-of vegetables is done at 
present, but this industry will grow. Chile cans fruits, vege- 
tables, shellfish, fish and milk. In 1911 condensed milk was 
produced valued at $200,750, and other canned goods valued 
at over $3,000,000. Uruguay cans meat regularly, but the 
canning of fruits and pickles-is-carried on only in the years 


when surplus crops of fresh fruits and a ences are not 
consumed. 


Argentina, Uruguay and Ecuador have pure food laws 
national in effect. Most of the other countries have local or- 
dinances governing the inspection of food products in the 
principal municipalities. 

The heaviest exports of canned foods from the United 
States to South America consisted in 1912 of salmon $609,383, 
oysters and other shell-fish $249,283, butter $157,702, meats 


$139,103 (a loss compared with 1911 of 24 per cent), and 
truits $102,044. 


The greatest opportunities for increased trade lie in con- 
densed milk, of which the United States supplied $40,031 in 
1912; vegetables, of which the United States supplied $58,530; 
and canned fish, aside from salmon and shellfish, of which the 
United States supplied $36,718, and in which there has been 
a marked decrease in American imports in the past two years. 
There should also be an opportunity for increased trade in 
fruits, jams, marmalades, pickles and sauces ,except ponents 
in Argentina and Chile. 

No great increases in exports from the United States to 
South America of sardines and other fish may be looked for 
unless the quality of the product can be improved and the 
tastes of the South Americans considered for fish put down in 
sauces. The consumption in this line is very large and worthy 
of study by fish canners. 

Fault is fc.ind with condensed milk produced in the 
United States on the score of appearance, lumpiness, and spoil- 
age; condensed milk of the first ‘quality is furnished more 
cheaply by Great Britain and Switzerland. Unsweetened milk 
is making some progress where known, but further progress 
will depend largely on missionary work and propaganda. 

Canned corn, succotash, and beans are practically un- 
known in South America, and the only way trade can be built 
up is through a regular campaign over a considerable period 
of time. 

To compete in jams, marmalades, pickles, and sauces, 
prices must be lower for the same quality of goods to meet 
the competition of Great Britain and France. Tastes of long 
standing would also have to be changed. 


Attention is drawn to the necessity of having trade-marks . 


and trade names registered in the different countries of South 
America. This matter should be attended to before any goods 
are sold, or at least before any goods are shipped. 
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Attention is called to Special Consular Reports No. 54, 
entitled “Foreign Trade in Canned Foods,’’ issued by the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. Copies of pure 
food laws and regulations are on file in this bureau. 


ARGENTINA. 


The total imports of canned foods and olive oil in 1911 
amounted to $6,771,504, of which the United States furnished 
$275,382 worth. Nearly one-half of the total imports was 
olive oil, of which the United States supplied $122,649. worth. 
The United States made a gain over 1910 of 35 per cent., and 
yet supplied only 4 per cent. of the total imports of canned 
foods and olive oil. Practically all the gain was in canned 
meats and olive oil. 

The principal losses as compared with 1910 were in canned 
oysters and canned fruits. The imports of canned oysters 
from the United States in 1910 amounted to $40,256 and in 
1911 to $32,100, and the imports of fruits in juice, in sirup, or 
crystallized, were $12,918 in 1910 and $2,296 in 1911. 

Some of the other imports and the countries that supplied 
them follow: Condensed milk, $98,463, of which Switzerland 
supplied $79,560 and the United States $33; fish, $516,90z, 
furnished by Italy, Spain, France, Great Britain and the United 
States in the order named, the United States supplying $61,538; 
sardines, $1,104,898, of which amount Spain supplied $853,760 
and the United States $16; olives in brine, $101,166, of which 
Spain supplied $99,835; fruit in brandy, liqueurs, natural or in 
water, $76,509, mainly from Italy, Great Britain and France, 
the United States supplying $4,969; pickles in glass, $44,869, 
ol which $41,954 worth came trom Great Britain and $639 
worth from the United States; pickles in tin or barrels, $6,346, 


ot which $5,890 worth were trom Italy and $o trom: tne united 


Slaves; Mushrooms in tin, $115,578, turmished mainiy by 
itaiy and France, with $452 Irom the United States; tomato 
paste, $727,452, of which italy supplied $/0z,.U4 ana tne 
united States $392; canned soups, 916,297, of which Hrance 
Supplied Over One-halt ana the United States $zuUL worth; 
Cauned vegetables, $592,109, suppiiea chieny by Beigium, 
krance, Italy and Spain, the United States turnisning $2,618 
worth; olive oil, $3,863,026, of Which aimount lialy and Spain 
suppiied over $3,000,000 worth and the United States $122, 
649 worth; and of truits in juice, in sirup or crystailzed, 
$60,213, supplied principaliy by rrance ana Gréat Britain. 

The United States supplied about one-half of the total 
imports of canned meats in 1911, but fresh meat is plenttul 
and reasonable in price, though much higher than formerly, 
and in addition to this Argentina consumes some 300,000 
kilos of canned meats of its own production. Then, too, canned 
fish is more favored than canned meats. 


Meat-Canning Industry. 


There are 17 meat-canning factories in Argentina, and 
their product will average as good as the American articie and 
retails for 35 to 50 per cent. less. (See report on meat canning 
in Argentina in Special Consular Reports No. 54, page 131.) 
The refrigerating plants can only the meats that they can not 
refrigerate and ship, owing to poor appearance, bruising, etc., 
while the jerked-meat plants usually can tongues and oxtails. 
The factories are finding difficulty in securing animals to 
slaughter and the price of beef on the hoof is nearly 50 per 
cent. higher than a year ago. Argentina is passing from the 
pastoral to the agricultural stage and the number of cattle is 
decreasing. The refrigerating plants formerly killed no cattle 
under 5 or 6 years of age, but now it is difficult to find cattle 
over 3 years of age.

&Sharpe, according to size of can. What is known as “Two 
Cross’’ tin is used for the large cans, and “I. C.”’ grade tin for 
the smaller cans. The only restriction regarding solder is 
that no acid may be used in soldering. 


Butchers and boners in the factories receive from 20 to 
25 cents, American currency per hour, women and girls from 
10 to 12% cents per hour, boys from 8 to 12% cents per hour, 
and men from 12% to 25 cents per hour. The working day is 
from 8 to 10 hours. 


The imports of canned meats from the United States are 
largely made up of canned pork, amounting in 1911 to $20,187 
and in 1912 to $44,683, American currency. The sale of im- 
ported canned meats will be limited for many years to come, 
partly on account of home production and partly because the 
class of people who can afford to purchase imported goods is 
relatively small. 


Various Imports. 


Very small amounts of American condensed milk have 
been imported in the past, and in 1912 none was imported from 
the United States. The importers claim that they can not 
sell it, and the principal objection is that it is not pleasing in 
.color and becomes thick and lumpy, very often discoloring. 
The unsweetened varieties and evaporated cream were not 
known, and in these there should be some opportunity to do 
business. 

The imports of canned fish from the United States are 
mainly salmon and shrimps, and in 1912 the United States 
supplied $89,468 worth of salmon and $31,788 American cur- 
rency worth of shellfish excluding oysters. Last year, 1912, 
the importers overstocked on salmon, and in March,'1913, they 
reported a surplus of 18,000 cases, mostly pinks, and some of 


them were offering salmon at a dead loss of $1 American gold 
per case to unload. The retailers stocked their windows with 
salmon, and the price kept coming down until on April 1, 1913, 
it was 60 cents Argentine currency (57.88 cents American) per 
can, or 40 per cent. lower than the normal price. There is 
some English salmon sold, but the bulk of it is American, and 
the importers believe that when they have disposed of the 
surplus on hand they can handle a better grade than the pink. 
Some importers favor the tall can and claim that they have 
less swellage than with the flat cans; others claim that the 
appearance of the flat can makes it a better seller. The tall 
can for salmon is better from a practical standpoint.

WIRE BELT CONVEYORS FOR CANNERIES. 


The proposition of conveying tomatoes, cabbage or other 
vegetables and distributing to the different machines or wash- 
ers is sometimes a difficult problem about the cannery. 


The use of a belt made from some woven fabric, or rub- 
ber belt, has been quite common, but there is always more or 
less of a drawback in the use of a conveyor of this type. 


The principal features that stand out against this type of 
belt are the liability and probability that the fabric will be- 
come impregnated with the juices or odors and the belt either 
rot out or become foul. In other words, these belts are likely 
to be not perfectly sanitary. Another feature which is quite 
serious is that in passing one of the trippers or discharge 
gates used for taking off the material from the belt, there is 
a tendency to stick to the belt, causing the vegetable to be- 
come damaged, or, if solid enough, causing injury to the belt 
or tripping mechanism. 


THE Canning TRADE 


All of the above undesirable features are eliminated in 
the case of the conveyor made of woven galvanized or tinned 
wire, the frame of which is illustrated on this page, the belt 
having been taken off to show frame construction. 


The belts may be thoroughly washed or sterilized by the 
use of scalding water or steam, and there jis absolutely no 
stretching to the belt. One of these outfits will outlast three 
or four of the fabric under the same conditions. 


Another feature in this type of conveyor is that there is 
no tendency to mash or tear either the vegetable or the belt 
at one of the take-off points, and even the smallest, softest 
type of tomato can.be handled without injury. 


In the particular installation illustrated, which is one of 
a number furnished to the Van Camp Packing Company by 
the Weller Manufacturing Co., of Chicago, it will be noted 
that there are three fixed take-offs or vanes. These vanes are 
arranged so that each one takes off one-third of the material 
on the belt delivering the same to one of the sorting tables. 


These vanes plough off the material, and by the belt sliding 
under the material a rotating movement is set up, regard- 
less of the number of pieces on the belt, and the material is 
passed off the belt without injury of any kind. This arrange- 
ment offers a solution to a number of troubles which canners 
have had in the past. 


FRUITS AND PROCESSES OF PRESERVATION 
AT THE 
PANAMA-PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION

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to assume various shades of color, a weird and wonderful part 
of a scheme of illumination that will excel that of all other 
American International Expositions. 

Department K, Horticulture at the Exposition consists of 
exhibits in eight comprehensive groups as follows: Group 
144, Appliances and Methods of Pomology, Floriculture and 
Arboriculture; Group 145, Appliances and Methods in Viticul- 
ture; Group 146, Pomology; Group 147, Preserved, Dried and 
Pickled Fruits; Group 148, Fruit Culture; Group 149, Trees, 
Shrubs, Ornamental Plants and Flowers; Group 150, Seeds, 
Bulbs, Cuttings and Plants for Propagating; Group 151, 
Theory of ‘Horticulture and Horticultural Statistics. 

In each of these groups there are appropriate classes 
covering every phase of the industry. Thus, in Group 147, 
Preserved, Dried and Pickled Fruits, the following classes 
are provided: 

“Class 716—Fruits, dried or prepared; prunes, figs, rais- 
ins, peaches ,apricots, dates, etc. 

Class 717—Fruits preserved without sugar. 

Class 719—-Pickled fruits, brandied fruits, prageryee, jel-

ia Class 721—Olives; green, ripe, pickled and dried. Olive 


From this classification it will be seen that every part of 
fruit growing will be extensively shown. To the universal 
display of the fruits of the earth will be added methods of 
tree culture and of grafting, processes in the production of new 
varieties, methods of packing and marketing, while there will 
be in operation canning plants showing all the commercial and 
scientific phases of preservation. In this last division of the 
exhibits as indicated by the classes named above, there will 
be displays that will not only have universal interest to the 
visitor, but to the commercial establishments as well. 

It is to be remembered in this connection that the Pacific 
Slope is especially rich and renowned in fruit growing, rang- 
ing from the deciduous varieties in the north to the citrus in 
the south.

This is a natural conse- 
quence, because of the event which it celebrates, which is 
within itself one of the moving forces in the world’s trade. 
The Panama Canal will open new trade routes, it will in- 
crease production through increased exchange and open up 
new continental territory to the husbandman, it will create 
new commercial alliances, and it will especially emphasize 
those fundamental principles in the wealth of nations which 
are based on the exchange power which lies in soil and race. 
It must benefit all who exhibit. For it is by the exchange of 
surpluses alone that all nations may become rich. And by the 
same law, the displays of the manufacturing interest, in Agri- 
culture and Horticulture, will bring returns of exceeding value 
to the trade. 

In the canning of fruits, the processes shown, and the 
finished products, will not only avail to show those methods 
which are worthy of the highest patronage but will indicate 
to the consumer the locality and the brand to buy. Hundreds 
of thousands of visitors attracted by thé wealth of nature’s 
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helpfulness to man to be found in the magnificent palace will 
carry away with them the knowledge of actual fruits, and 
processes of their preservation, which must in the future mul- 
tiply the sales. And this advertising power is free to all man- 
ufacturers and growers who will make exhibits under the 
rules and regulations provided by the management. Indeed, 
it becomes necessary in the face of such a world gathering as 
is to be here in evidence that a locality or a firm make exhibit. 


One of the reforms of modern times concerns itself with’ 
pure foods. States and nations have pure food laws, and a 
wide inspection exists of all establishments dealing in pre- 
pared foods. It follows that one of the requirements of a - 
spread of business is to make known to the publie the quali- 
ties of the foods sold, and there can be no better opportunity - 
for this than an international exposition. - Here will come not: 
only the consumer but the dealer, and each will govern his 
purchases largely by what he knows of the methods pursued 
by the firms that seek a wide extension of their business op-'-- 
erations. To exhibit a process in canning of fruits, or other 
preservative process, is to giye an object lesson to the public 
which while it is educative is also remunerative to the firm 
making the display.

Larger business and higher prices in tomatoes—All lines tending upward with increased 


buying—A readjustment of business due to the war—Middle West buying tomatoes 
—Packers refusing business in both corn and tomatoes—Peas also advance—Baked 
beans skyrocket—Picked up in this market.

New York, Aug. 21, 1914. 

: The Market.—No question exists regarding the higher 
prices tor tomatoes this week. All sizes have sola at advanced 
ugures and business has been done in much larger volume than 
tne week previous. ‘she probable partial failure of the crop in 
indiana has the effect of sending Middle Western jobbers to 
the Hast tor supplies. In other lines not quite so marked a 
difference has been observable as in tomatoes, but all leading 
varieties have felt the influence to some extent. Salmon, for 
example, is tending sharply upward, and a more considerable 
advance will be noted as soon as the fact that the pack is more 
or less short, as compared with last year, is thoroughly under- 
stood. In other ways the market is firmer. It is difficult to 
estimate how much influence the war in Europe is exerting, 
but undoubtedly it is making some difference. On the other 
hand, if the war operates to stop exports, it is quite likely to 
make prices lower rather than higher, because the surplus 
cannot be disposed of. As a matter of fact, all business enter- 
prise must be readjusted. It will be necessary for America to 
get along without European capital, which has been poured 
into the development of certain industries, and it will be nec- 
essary to seek expansion of business in directions where it is 
possible, but when it can be done is another matter. Perhaps 
not while the fighting is in progress. After it is over, how- 
ever, the readjustment and recovery abroad will be so slow 
that the United States will have ample opportunity to secure 
important markets before the others can get ready to enter 
them again. 

Tomatoes.—A feature of the market was the sale to Mid- 
Western jobbers of considerable quantities both spot and fu- 
ture goods. Statistics show that between 60,000 and 70,000 
cases went out in one week. Meanwhile crop reports are not 
altogether promising and it looks to some as though the crop 
is to be much smaller than was expected. Full standard 
Maryland 3s are quoted at 80c. in some instances. One broker 
insists that he bought full standards at 72%%c., but he ad- 
mitted that he couldn’t duplicate the price. A good many are 
asking 82%c. Here and there one has his price up to 865c., 
but that is prohibitive. For No. 2s 62%c. has been quoted 
during the week, but probably the bulk of the sales have been 
at 60c. Bids 2%c. under these figures have been declined in 
a number of instances. It is believed that a good many toma- 
toes will be bought to turn into tomato paste. The imports of 
this product have been 250,000 cases a year, but with imports 
impossible it will have to be made here. Some interest was 
noted in futures at full outside prices. It seems from what 
can be learned that trade is likely to be much better in the 
future than it has been in the past. No. 10s are firmer and 
$2.40 factory is about the lowest that can be done. Crop con- 
ditions are said to indicate a falling off of 2,000,000 cases as 
compared with last year. One offer of $2.15 on 15,000 cases 
of No. 10s was refused. 


Corn.—The market is stronger on all offerings in Southern 
and Western pack. It seems from what can be learned 
of the attitude of packers that they are refusing further busi- 
ness in 1914 pack until they are more certain what the output 
will be. Indiana, Ohio and Illinois all report a shortage, in 
some instances as high as 25 to 30 per cent. on the acreage 
planted. It is hard to find sellers of Maine style under 70c. 
f. o. b. factory. Maine corn is held up to outside figures, and 
the prices quoted are considered the market at present. Crop 
conditions in Maine and New York are not altogether satis- 
factory, though they are improving. 

Peas.—The market is irregular and less active on stand- 
ard and extra standard grades. Little or nothing can be ob- 
tained under 70c. factory in standards. It is harder to find 
sellers of state No. 1s and No. 2s. Southern petit pois are 
offered at $1.65 f. o. b. factory. Other grades are about 
the same as they have been for the past week or two. 

Beans.—One of the features of the market this wek was 
an advance of 10@15c. in baked beans. This brings the total 
advance in the past ten days up to 20c. Nothing can be ob- 


tained in No. 3 plain fancy below $1.00@$1.05 f. o. b. fac- 
tory. Standard 3s were held at 87%@90c. here, and No. 2s

are held at 57%c. These prices are subject to further change 
Owing to the advance in the market for dried beans. Southern 
string beans are firmer and considerable business has been 
aone tor local account in No. 10 green at $2.70 f. o. b. factory, 
and standard cut green are held at $2.75. Refugees are held 
up to quotations and the market is firm. Reports from pack- 
ers contirm previous assertions regarding the shortage in fine 
grades. 

Asparagus.—Trade remains about as it was a week ago. 
Mammoth white is quoted up to $2.42% and mammoth green 
at $2.25, while large white is held at $2.25. Not much busi- 
ness is done excepting in small lots. The buyers who come 
to market operate very conservatively. 


weet Potatoes.—The market is steady, but movement 
is slow and sales are made in small lots only. The situation 
offers no prospect of immediate change. Conditions seem to 
favor holders rather more than buyers at present. 

Sucotash.—The outlook is not essentially different from 
what it has been for some weeks. Maine is held at 85c. and 
Southern as high as 87%c, though in some _ instances 
82%c. will buy.

Southern extra standard 2s are held at 75c. and extra 
standard 3s are quoted at 95c., with some sales made as low 
as 82%c.

Plums.—Californias are quoted firm at 97%c. ‘for No. 
2% standards, while extra standard 2%s are held at $1.45. 

Peaches.—The market remains substantially as it has 
been. For Southern pack a shade more demand is noted and 
prices run about steady. For seconds white Maryland pack 
77%c. is asked for No. 2s, while, yellows are stiff at 82%c.

A new size, No. 4s, has been added this 
year, which is quoted at $5.75. 

PICKED UP IN PASSING. 

According to one broker, apparently well informed, New 
York buyers have taken perhaps 75,000 cases of tomatoes, 
mixed sizes and grades, during the past week. Prices paid 
were based on 72%, @75c. for full standard Maryland 3s, 
f. o. b. factory. Sales included both spot and future transac- 
tions. It is difficult to find sellers now at less than 80c. for 
No. 3s, and 60c. for No. 2s f. o. b. factory. 

Spencer A. Wogan, of Wogan & Duncan, Montreal, was 
one of the prominent trade visitors during the week. He said 
the prospect for a good crop of canning apples is unusually 
good and expects a good crop of all descriptions. 

Reports from the Pacific Coast say that many of the 
smaller packers have withdrawn prices on fruits, owing to the 
advance in the price of sugar. The larger canners are still sell- 
ing at the original 1914 price. 

S. D. Lyon, of the Joseph A. Lyon Company, Rochester, 
N. Y., was a visitor in the West Side trade this week. With 
the exception of dried apples, he reports business good in that 
vicinity. 

One sale of 2,000 cases pink salmon was reported at $1.00 
for interior jobbing account. 

Alexander Brockle, of the Aberdeen Preserving Company, 
Aberdeen, Scotland, was a visitor in the West Side grocery 
trade this week, looking over the situation with reference to 
extending the sale of his products here. Robert Laing and 
Peter Day, two other directors of the company, are also in New 
York. They are making their headquarters with J. M. Mc- 
Niece & Co. 

Advices from Eugene, Ore., say that cherries canned in 
that city will be the first shipment through the Panama Canal 
to New York. 

Griffith Durney Company says it has no salmon to offer. 
It was obliged to refuse an order for two cars this week. 
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The company has cleaned up its holdings at $1.45 for red 
Alaska and 5c. tor pinks f. o. b. Coast. ‘Lhe buildings of this 
concern were reported the largest of any firm on the Coast. 

Puget Sound and Alaska salmon canners are looking for 
an unprecedented demand tor saimon because of the war. A 
late mail report says that Seattle has from 300,000 to 400,000 
cases of salmon on hand. 


According to letters received from Seattle the supply of. 
salmon 1n first hands does not exceed 400,000 cases. With 
a pack tully 2,000,000 cases less than last year, the statis- 
tical position is strong. Salmon is now relatively cheap, 
thougn it may be torced too high before the hysteria due to 
the war is over. If it is not the entire stock promises to be 
cleared in record time. Holders of reds and pinks have ad- 
vanced their prices 20 per cent. already. 


A wire trom Southeastern Alaska says that the pink sal- 
mon pack in that locality is disappointing. It mentions no 
other variety. 

The American-Hawaiian Steamship Line and the Lucken- 
bach Steamship Line have announced a 30c. freight rate on 
canned foods trom Pacific points east through the Panama 
Canal. This is a reduction of 15c. per cwt. and the reduction 
takes effect at once. 

Western corn packers are strong in their views on corn 
because of the uncertain outlook for the crop. One declined 
orders this week for two cars of standards at 75c. f. o. b. 
factory. 


All this week Francis H. Leggett & Co. have kept open 
house for their salesmen, visiting buyers and their friends at 
their new quarters in the Terminal Building, their new up- 
town home.

George H. Wilson, of Wilson Bros., Dallas, Texas, spent 
a pore of the day in the West Side grocery trade during the 
week. 

According to Roscoe W. Eardley, secretary of the Utah 
Manufacturers’ Association, the canners of Utah will pack 
1,000,000 cases of fruits at least, and some estimate 1,500,000 
cases. 

Fred R. Drake, of Drake & Co., Easton, Pa., has been a 
trade visitor in the West Side markets this week. He reports 
business fairly good in his vicinity. 

Coming via the Panama Canal is a considerable quantity 
of red salmon, most of which has been sold for delivery upon 
arrival. A little stock is stiil available on the basis of $1.52% 
f. o. b. Coast. ‘Lhis figure is above a parity of spot New York 
quotations, and buyers here are not especially interested. 

Demand for Gulf packed shrimp is increasing. ‘The Corby 
Commission Company is getting a good many orders and are 
receiving some new packed stock, but most of the arrivals are 
being delivered to buyers on advance ordexs.

General Conditions.—The market is in a condition of 
doubt and uncertainty which almost precludes the transaction 
of business. 

Many offers have been made by wholesale grocers at 
former prices, which canners promptly decline. Then, whole- 
salers refuse to close at the advanced price, predicting a re- 
action. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Heavy offers went East this week at 
80c. f. 0. b. Maryland to meet with return propositions at 85c., 
no business being the result. 

New tomatoes are now in transit from Eastern localities, 
but none have yet arrived. 

Indiana canners have advanced their prices to 90c. f. o. b. 
cannery, and are not free sellers at any price. 

Canned Corn.—Common standard corn is being hard held 
at 70c. f. o. b. Western canneries, but transactions are very 
few in number or volume. 

The advance in sugar, quoted today in Chicago at $7.83 
per hundred and the advancing price of cans, has set the mar- 
ket to moving upward, but beyond that and other considera- 
tions the statistical acreage is known to be very small, -and 
this article is in a strong position. 

Canned Peas.—Prices for common or cheap standards 
have moved up some, but not heavily. Some iarge purchases 
of standard No. 4 Alaska have been made by Chicago jobbers 
at a parity of 65c. and 70c. per dozen f. o. b. cars Chicago 
this week. The higher or fancy grades of peas have not yet 
been affected by advancing conditions. 

Canned Salmon.—tThis article is active and wildly ex- 
cited. Its av: ilability for export for army supplies has caused 
a heavy spect ative demand for foreign shipment. 

No. 1 ta. pinks, which were selling at 82%c. per dozen 
in Chicago one month ago, are now strongly held at $1.05 per 
dozen. Standard Red Alaska No. 1 tall in held strongly at 
$1.65 per dozen f. o. b. Chicago. This price is based upon de- 
mand and upon views of buyers as to the probable opening 
price of Red Alaska No. 1 for 1914. Most buyers are guess- 
ing $1.50 f. o. b. Pacific Coast points for No. 1 Red Alaska tall. 

Sundry Articles—Red kidney beans, soaked lima beans 
and hominy are sharply advanced to respond to the higher 
price of raw material and tin cans. 

Canned Fruits.—No higher price has been reported yet 
on California canned fruits. In fact, it is suggested that the 
export demand will be heavily restricted by conditions of war 
in Europe, and that prices will be held down by that feature. 

This, however, is denied by others, and there is a sharp 
conflict of opinion. 

Cannery News. 

Des Moines, Iowa, wants a canning factory. The gar- 
deners there say a cannery is badly needed and that tomatoes 
especially have been very plentiful, but without sale. 

The Red Oak, Iowa, Cannery Company started canning 
corn August 12 with a large acreage in prospect. 

The Falls plant of The Lake Shore Canning Company, 
Sheboygan, Wis., has just closed a successful season. Their 
‘acreage this year was about 730, last year about 550 acres, 
but the yield per acre was smaller. 

Sweets were not so good quality as last year, but the 
Alaskas were about all of fancy quality. 

The output last year was 37,000 cases or 888,000 cans, 
while this year’s output is 42,000 cases or 1,008,000 cans. 

The Peter White Land Co., Marquette, Mich., has estab- 
lished a plant for canning blueberries in Marquette, with a 
capacity of about 5,000 No. 10 cans daily. An expert from the 
New England States is in charge. 

The Prairie City Canning Company began packing toma- 
toes at Prairie du Chien, Wis., August 10th, 1914, with pros- 
pects of a good season. 

Personal Mention. 


A. G. Frost, buyer of canned foods for Steele Wedeles 
Co., has returned from the Coast. His vacation was abreviated 
by the war excitement. He came home to watch the market. 

Nearly all the canned food buyers for the big wholesale 


grocery houses are at their desks just now, closely watching 
the situation, and for opportunities to buy at the old price and 
sell at a higher price when possible. 


The general public is being wearied with the agitation of 
the high price subject by a lot of notoriety seeking politicians, 
professional club women and quasi reformers and protectors 
of the dear public for the love they bear the common people. 

The meat packers are as usual bearing the brunt of the 
criticism. 

Edward Markham, of Kansas, the man who wrote—let’s 
see, what did he write? Oh, yes!—‘‘The man with the hoe,” 
or something of that kind—has written a screed which has 
been published by Hearst’s bunch of papers, in which he vi- 
ciously assails canners and the canning industry for employing 
children in canning factories and working them to death. 


There is no basis whatever for his charges, no truth in 
them. There is not a farmer in this country who does not 
bring his boys up to work and to know how to work, for which 
his boys will thank him in after years. 

If Markham’s charges were true, is it not so that the 
children of the poor or of the rich, for that matter, would be 
much better off doing a little work in a cannery, peeling fruit 
or stringing beans, than if they are permitted to run around 
idle, getting into mischief and learning viciousness from bad 
associates? Far better off would they be than if working in 
the big cotton factories of New England and the South, which 
is largely the case, or their wailing in the sweat shops and 
hot unventilated lofts of the big cities for a pittance. 

When I was 10-12-14-16 years of age, on a farm, my 
father had me to plow, work in the harvest field, make garden, 
drive a team, help gather and shuck corn and gradually to do 
every kind of work required on a farm. 

I rejoiced in the work and loved it, and my heart would 
swell with pride when he praised me and occasionally asked 
my judgment or opinion about farming matters. My growth 
was not stunted. I weigh 220 pounds, am six feet one inch 
tall and measure 45 around the chest, not expanded, am 60 
years of age and capable of keeping the flies off of half a dozen 
measly, muck-raking, bow-legged, squint-eyed, round-shoul- 
dered, long-haired ‘‘writing men,’ as they now call them- 
selves, when they start out to defame and misrepresent a com- 
mendable industry and tear down something that they never 
could have helped to build up from incapacity and natural and 
preferential inertia. 

Neither was my education altogether neglected while I 
was being taught to work. 

Kansas is a State that must somehow always be unfortu- 
nately in the spot light. She started in with Jim Lane and 
John Brown; then came Quantrell and the Jay Hawkers, Sock- 
less Jerry Simpson, Mary Ellen Lease and Carrie Nation, and 
now her great idealist, her man who writes and apparently 
thinks along the line of opinion that any one who is asked to 
work for a living is oppressed and accursed, and that a condi- 
tion of idleness must be a condition of happiness and freedom, 
and thoughtlessly and earelessly, without personal knowledge 
or investigation, makes an uncalled-for appeal to humanity at 
the expense of a great industry that in itself is a boon and 
blessing to humanity. 

He is a great man with a great mind and has written some 
beautiful thoughts, and has been given a high place in the 
esteem of fellows like me, who work for a living, but who read 
for recreation and elevation. 

He should be ashamed and wake up, wash his face, come 
down out of the clouds, go get his hair cut and write an 
apology for having done a gross injustice to God’s own great 
plan for the conservation of the food supply for His people, 
the Canning Industry, which has brought more comfort and 
happiness and health and pleasure to God’s people in the past 
fifty years than all the poems or books or newspapers that 
have been published in that period. Go to! Bro. Markham, 
and repent of your error. You did not write from your own 
knowledge. You wrote from hearsay, but you have busted 
one of the ten commandments, which reads: “Thou shalt not 
bear false witness,” etc. WRANGLER.

Seattle, Wash., August 21, 1914. 
Salmon.—The canned salmon market is firm. It is 
firmer than it was a week ago, largely for the reason that 
a number of the uncertainties now seem to be clearing up. 
One of the important factors in the week’s developments 
is the fact that English merchant vessels seem to be get- 
ting on the move again after having for the most part 
been tied up since the war commenced. It looks to sal- 
mon packers as though the English expect to keep their 
vessels busy and that it will not be long before condi- 
tions will be normal so far as schedules of English mer- 
chantmen are concerned. ‘This being the case, they see 
no reason why shipments of canned salmon to England 
may not continue and that the war will create a larger 
than normal demand. Up to now the fear has been that 
ships could not be obtained which would move canned 
salmon even if a demand should develop. So far Ger- 
man vessels are refusing absolutely to lift cargo from 
One vessel of the Ham- 


burg-American fleet, the Saxonia, is lying in the Seattle 


Seattle or San Francisco docks. 


harbor. She was loaded when war was declared. She 
had on board a large quantity of salmon. This 
has been removed and forwarded on other  ves- 
sels. The action of Congress in permitting for- 


eign vessels to come under American registry is 
also counted on to relieve the shipping difficulties. 
Also it looks now to packers and brokers and shipping 
interests as though there will not be much difficulty in 
forwarding canned salmon to the Orient. Australia is 
counted on as a good customer this fall. Merchandise 
shipments from the West Coast ports to Australia have 
not been upset much yet.

culty in the foreign salmon trade is expected to be in 
obtaining insurance and possibly in negotiating exchange, 


although packers look for this to straighten itself out 
in the near future. 

Everyone is now looking for opening prices. Nor- 
mally the prices should be named within a week. The 
war in Europe may cause a postponement, particularly 
if the packers instrumental in naming prices, figure on 
any material advance in values. There is a feeling that 
the packers will want to get a better idea as to the dura- 


tion of the conflict before naming prices.. In the event 
the war is likely to be prolonged higher prices would 


probably be named than were the war likely to come to 
an end in the near future. 

The sockeye salmon pack is almost over. No figures 
are available yet as to the size of the pack on Puget 
Sound, but it is said to be normal for an “off” year. 
Frank Wright, of Anacortes, Wash., the veteran salmon 
packer, was in Seattle last week. He said that the pack 
so far, he believes, is a little heavier than it was four 
years ago. Mr. Wright is rather of the opinion that the 
war will curtail the European business, but he believes 
that owing to the short pack in prospect that the domestic 
demand will absorb all the fish that will be available. 

Louis Sandrstrom, of Seattle, the well-known fish- 
erman’s supply dealer, who has recently returned from 
the fishing banks, states that the run in most instances 
has been disappointing to the fishermen and that many 
of the latter are quitting for the season. 

Some radical suggestions as to the operation of the 
salmon canneries were made at a hearing in Seattle last 
week of the United States Commission on Industrial: 
Relations. One of the witnesses, a professor in the state 
university, who has investigated cannery conditions in 
this state, stated that the salmon canneries should be 
operated by the state and that shifts should be used in 
the canneries instead of one crew working long hours 
as is now the prevailing custom. A mass of testimony 
relative to labor conditions in the canneries was sub- 
mitted, all by labor agitators or theorists who have no. 
practical knowledge of the salmon canning business. 
Strangely enough the salmon interests were not invited 
to present testimony. 

Salmon canners have had a number of motion pic- 
ture films made recently showing how the fish are taken 
and handled. These will be shown about the country as 
the occasions present themselves and also very likely 
will be used at the San Francisco Exposition. 

Fruits.—There has been a good pack of cherries in 
this state, probably the largest ever put up. The red 
raspberry pack is estimated at about one-third more than 
ever packed before. The prospects are that the pack of 
black berries will be short, owing to dry weather. The 
pack of prunes is very short. Pears will be short, and 
apples normal. Unless rains fome the pack of beans will 
be short. Berries have been close up, closer than ever 
known, the demand coming largely from the East, where

or the American-Hawalan line sailed tor New York by way 
OI the isthmus, bearing a message trom San #'rancisco to the 
mast, ana Carrying in ner hoiad a bumper cargo of California 
proaucts, inciuding a consignment or 0V,00U cases OL canned 
iruius. vessei will be the filst carry a cargo of 
10rnia products across the isthmus to the Atlantic Coast. In 
San Francisco alone there are tour steamship companies, own- 
ing a combined fieet of 37 vesseis with a cargo capacity of 
more than 300,000 tons, all to be devoted to business between 
this port and points on the Atlantic seaboard. ‘The sailing 
schedule of steamers between San Francisco and New York 
will be about 21 days, which is the time required to bring 
freight across the continent by rail. But the rates by steamer 
will be less than one-half the rail rate. On canned foods the 
water rate will be 30 cents per hundred pounds, as compared 
with a rail charge of 85 cents. 

Cherries.—The California Fruit Canners’ Association an- 
nounce that most orders placed by buyers for cherries have 
been confirmed and a schedule has been prepared showing the 
percentages of deliveries that can be made. It has been found 
possible to fill all orders for White and Royal Anne cherries 
excepting No. 2% Extras, 75 per cent; No. 2% Extra Stand- 
ards and Standards, 40 per cent; No. 10 Special Extras, 75 per 
cent; No. 10 Extras and Extra Standards, 60 per cent; No. 10 
Standards, 45 per cent; No. 1 Tall Extras, 75 per cent, and 
No. 1 Tall Extra Standards, 70 per cent. All grades of Black 
cherries will be delivered in full, excepting No. 3 Extras, 60 
per cent, and No. 2% Extras, 80 per cent. Limited quantities 
of a few grades of Black and Royal Anne cherries are still 
on hand, but taken as a whole the pack has been disposed of. 
Apricot packing has been over for several weeks, and the as- 
sociation is now in a position to advise as to deliveries. It is 
believed that deliveries can be made in full excepting No. 1 
Tall Extra Standards, 85 per cent; No. 2% Special Extra 
peeled, 85 per cent; No. 2% Special Extra and Extra sliced, 
75 per cent; No. 2% Standard Sliced, 75 per cent; No. 2% 
Extra Standard Sliced, 80 per cent; No. 1 Flat Extra Sliced, 
85 per cent, and No. 1 Flat Extra Standard Sliced, 75 per cent. 


Heavy Demand for Fruits—While the pack of canned 
fruits in California has been large this year, the demand has 
been above the normal and packs are closely cleaned up. Some 
packers are revising their price lists and a number of advances 
have been made. The Central California Canneries has just 
announced the following advances: Apricots, No..2% Extras, 
and No. 10 Pie, 15c; No. 10 Water, 25c; No. 2% Standard, 
Water and Pie, 5c; Cling peaches, No. 2% Standard, Seconds 
and Water, 5c; No. 2% Pie, 10c. Freestone peaches, No. 2% 
Extras, Water and Pie, 10c; No. 2% Standard, Extra Standard 
and Seconds, 5c; No. 10 Extra Standards and Standards, 50c. 


Pears, No. 2% Extra and Extra Standards, 15c. Plums, No. 2% 
Standards, 10c; No. 2% Second, Water and Pie, 15c. 

The Effect of the War.—Referring to the present status 
of affairs in the fruit packing industry and the possible effect 
on the industry should the war in Europe be prolonged, a 
prominent San Francisco packer said: ‘‘As a rule packers pay 
cash for practically everything they buy. Of necessity they 
are heavy borrowers during the harvesting season. Ship- 
ments of their products begin in August and continue during 
the months of September, October, November and December, 
letting up atter the first of the year. Under normal condi- 
tions as fast as shipments are made, packers are able to 


leallze On such. smipments. No packer—no matter what may 
be his financial stanaing—is abie to finance an entire pack 
without making shipments. As the buik of the shipments dur- 
lng August and a iarge portion ot September: are tor export, 
it 18 quite eviaent that a packer will not be abie to realize 
on any such sales that he has made, unaer existing conditions. 
Packers ot canned truit, handing a perishable product, must 
take it or leave 1t as it ripens. As lar as 1s known ail packers 
ot canned truits are receiving truit they have under contract 
and have until the last tew aays been paying for the same in 
the customary manner, but under existing conditions they 
cannot continue to pay cash tor their materials on delivery. 
‘here is little question but that the buik, if not all of the 
sales for export, will be required sooner or later, and the 
domestic movement ought not to be disturbed by the Euro- 
pean war.” Domestic shipments are now commencing to go 
forward in quantities but no efforts are being made to send 
goods to Engiand or her colonies. Foreign war vessels ar@ 
lying off the harbor of San Francisco and many steamers are 
being held here until the sea route is safe. 

Fish Higher—Practically all kinds and grades of canned 
fish are being held at higher figures, owing to the European 
war, and quotations are iargely nominal, this being true es- 
pecially in regard to imported fish. The market for canned 
salmon is without life, but it is believed that conditions in 
Europe will create an unusual demand later on. 

The shipments of canned foods by sea from San Fran- 
cisco to Atlantic ports during July amounted to 86,924 cases, 
of which 18,075 consisted of fruit. The balance was mostly 
asparagus. In July, 1913, the total shipments were 56,958 
cases. 


Coast Notes.—G. W. Burrows, of Chicago, Ill., generai 
manager of Libby, McNeil & Libby, recently inspected the large 
canning plant erected by this concern last year at Sacramento, 
Cal. 


Isidor Jacobs, president of thé California Canneries Com- 
pany, is a member of the committee on arrangements of the 
Inland Waterways Association of California, in which he is 
greatly interested. A convention is to be held at Stockton, 
Cal., late in September. 


The Fort Bragg Cannery at Fort Bragg, Cal., commenced 
operations on July 27, under the direction of P. B. McCracken. 

The Corby Commission Company of New York has been 
appointed selling agent for the Selma Canning Company of 
Selma, Cal. 


T. S. Lawrence, of Oakland, Cal., returned recently trom 
a trip thorugh the East and Middle West and announces that 
while in Chicago he arranged with Sprague, Warner & Co. 
to make Oakland their distributing station in this territory. 

The Dixie Canning and Preserving Co. is erecting a can- 
ning plant near Los Angeles and expects to have this in opera- 
tion this season. 

Hawaiian Pineapple Day was observed on August 15, and 
many in San Francisco took part, this city being closely con- 
nected with the commercial life of the Islands. It is ex- 
pected that from now on the observance of this day will be 
general and that it will become prominent among the many 
Island festivals.

WHO’S DOING IT? 


We have called attention on several occasions during the 
past few weeks to an apparently concerted and well directed 
“bear” movement in all lines of canned foods. These have 
been most noticeable in the daily papers, but have been so 
regular and of such uniform color as to warrant the presump- 
tion that the same influences were back of all. It may be that 
these newspaper attacks were caused by the reported immense 
crops of the year, and that the fever has simply broken out 
on all of them at about the same time. It makes little differ- 
ence to these dissiminators of the world’s news whether the 
“immense crops’? means simply a large wheat crop and short 
crops of all other things or not; the story is good and it goes. 
It is, however, true that it is the wheat crop alone that may 
be called immense. 

As an evidence of what there is behind all such news- 


‘paper reports we cannot do better than cite one such report 


on’ the Iowa corn situation, and what an investigation of the 
report developed. 

Under date of August 13th Mr. E. W. Virden, of the Gil- 
man Canning Co., Gilman, Iowa, wrote us calling attention to 
the fallowing item which appeared in the Times-Republican, 
of Marshalltown, Ia., under date of August 12th; 


“A. L. Urick, Iowa State Labor Commissioner, has 
estimated that the Iowa output of canned corn this year 
will be 5,000,000 cases.” 

Mr. Virden at once wrote the Labor Commissioner re- 
futing such an absurd assertion and giving the proper figures, 
at the same time requesting a public retraction. % 

Secretary George W. Drake also took the matter up with 
the Commissioner, and with the Governor of the State, and has 
reviewed the case so thoroughly that his correspondence and 
replies must be found interesting. These letters tell the 
whole story:

Dear Sir:— 


My attention has just been called to a reported in- 
terview with you in one of Iowa’s leading papers in which 
you made the statement that the packers of the State of 
Iowa would pack five million cases of corn. 

While you doubtless do not remember me, I remem- 
ber you. My home is at Dexter, Iowa, and I am at the 
present time Secretary and Treasurer of the Iowa Can- 
ners’ Association, and get reports from the packers every 
week. I cannot credit the statement above referred to as 
coming from you because I know you to be a man of good 
judgment and would not make such a silly, untruthful 
and uncalled-for statement. 

I am going to give you for your information a few 
facts regarding the State of Iowa. In 1912 the State of 
Iowa had 52,000 acres of sweet corn planted and packed 
less than two and a half million cases, over fifty cases to 
the acre. In 1913 the acreage of sweet corn in the State 
was 19,000 acres, from which the packers produced 
787,000 cases, or forty-one cases to the acre. This year 
the acreage in the State of Iowa is 26,300 in round num- 
bers, and under the most favorable conditions, with the 
best prospect the State ever had, the pack could not ex- 
ceed a million and a half to a million and three-quarter 
cases. 

In the entire jurisdiction of the Western Association, 
of which I am also the Secretary and Treasurer, there 
was planted this spring 123,000 acres of sweet corn. This 
jurisdiction comprises the territory west of New York, 
north of the Ohio River and east of the Rocky Mountains, 
where fully 72% per cent. of the corn of the world is 
canned. The average prospect in this section of the 
country, which of course you recognize includes Iowa, is 
65 per cent. or less. Under these conditions, figuring on 
a basis of the past ten years’ experience, the entire terri- 
tory covered by this association cannot pack five million 
cases. I am citing these facts to give you tangible evi- 
dence of what the facts in the case really are. 

The interview above referred to has been taken up 
by the Association Press Dispatch and is coming to me 
from nearly every quarter of the country. I hardly ex- 
pect that a complete retraction can be made, but if it can, 
I urge upon you, in the interests of the packers of the 
State of Iowa alone, to make such retraction as is neces- 
sary. The corn packers the country over have been 
doing business at a tremendous loss for the last two or 
three years. Present conditions indicate that the packers 
who have not sold up in futures this year will make a 
reasonable profit on their business, and, as your con- 
stituents, we really feel that you should do all in your 
power to rectify this wrong. 

I am sending a carbon copy of this letter to Gov- 
ernor George W. Clarke.

I am taking the liberty of enclosing here- 
with copy of a letter to Mr. Urick, and would respect- 
fully request, as a citizen of the State and Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Iowa Canners’ Association, that such 
action be taken as to alleviate the effect of the report to 
which my letter to Mr. Urick refers.

May we rely 
upon you to use your good influence with Mr. Urick, in 
event of him having made this statement, to make such 
retraction as the case may require?

AGAIN CANNED SARDINES ARE CHARGED. 


Western dailies published articles stating that canned 
sardines caused the death of a two-year-old child and the 
critical illness of its mother. 

The Bureau of Publicity of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation made an investigation of the case and found that the 
illnesses were not caused by the sardines. 

In one instance the illness had been diagnosed by the 
attending physician as diphtheria, while the other was diag- 
nosed as spinal meningitis, commonly called spotted fever. 
Several deaths occurred in this particular family, and the un- 
dertaker who prepared the bodies for burial stated that they 
all had the appearance of having been affected with the same 
disease, which, in his opinion, was scarlet fever,

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 
Baltimore, Aug. 22nd, 1914. 

Another week of excessively hot weather followed the 
breaking of the long drought, and now the tomato growers, 
and also the farmers who grow corn for the canners, are again 
reporting unfavorable crop conditions. It is probable that the 
corn crop cannot recover from the extensive damage done by 
the drought, and there will be a short pack of it this season. 
About tomatoes, it is more a question of weather conditions 
from now on, with a discouraging outlook at this writing. 
From the western canning sections come further unfavorable 


. crop reports, and the large buying here is regarded as being 
significant. 


The buying movement in tomatoes does not appear to have 
run its course. During this week the orders increased in point 
of number, though not in the average size of them. Every 
section of the country, excepting the cotton States, shared in 
the buying to a liberal extent, and the same request for prompt 
shipment followed the orders. The tomato crop in Maryland 
and Delaware is from a week to ten days later than usual, and 
the country canneries are now mobilizing their factory forces 
to open the campaign next Monday with every available per- 


son on the firing line. The outlook is for continued activity 
next week. 


In the other lines of vegetables there was developed this 
week a decided scarcity of spot corn, the available stocks hav- 
ing been going out steadily during the last three months, and 
the low-priced grades are practically sold out. 
is strong and fairly active. 


Future corn 


beans stopped the buying of them. Sweet potatoes, for both 
spot and future deliveries, are a shade higher again this week. 
String beans continue fairly active. 
rather inactive this week. 

The best varieties of Maryland peaches are now arriving, 
and the Baltimore canners are packing some excellent fruit. 
So for, the demand has been chiefly for seconds table peaches 
and pie peaches, with some orders for the higher grades mixed 
in. The Baltimore peaches are worth attention this season. 
Some new apples packed this week are excellent quality, and 
will meet the requirements as to quality. Latest advices about 
the pear crop are not favorable for more than a small size 
pack, and some jobbers are taking time by the forelock by 
placing orders now for October shipment if not packed in Sep- 
tember. All other fruits are firmly held, berries, cherries, 
pineapples, etc., because the stocks, as a rule, 
lighter than usual.

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and 10s, $2.35 to $2.40 for either prompt shipment or ship- 
ment when packed. A great many packers are out of the mar- 
ket entirely. 


The advance has simply been brought about by the fact 
that the trade, realizing that spots were pretty well cleaned, 
simply “showered” their orders in, only to find that packers 
were pretty well booked up, and under present conditions do 
not care to take any more business until they get further along 
in the season. The outlook at present is not favorable for a 
large pack; in fact, some packers report that they will have 
a shorter pack than for a number of years. The season is late 
and there will not be many tomatoes packed, comparatively 
speaking, until after the first of September, and then there is 
always the danger of an early frost to kill off the late patches. 
Viewed from every angle, the situation is-interesting and will 
bear the closest watching. At present writing we can fill or- 
ders for tomatoes, standard quality, on the -above basis, but 
the market is rather excited, and by the time this letter 
reaches you, there may be a different story to tell. 


Corn.—The market on corn, in sympathy with tomatoes, 
is also strong. Spot corn we can offer at 62% @65c. for Ever- 
green, 671%4@70c. for Shoepeg Harford county style, and 
67% @70c. for Maine style. For future delivery it is difficult 
to get a price, as the packers have just about gotten started 
and don’t know at this,time what they will have to offer.

The corn market is very active and higher prices are al- 
most sure within a few days. The pack will be considerably 
short of expectations and the jobbers’ stocks are light. The 
demand is getting heavier every day, and it is now impossible 
to buy standard corn at less than 65c. in Indiana and Ohio, 
while standard Illinois corn is almost unobtainable, although 
a little is being offered at 67%c. to 70c. Fancy Illinois is 
quoted at 90c.; extra standard Evergreen at 80c. Iowa pack- 
ers are declining bids of 70c. on standard corn. 


Indiana tomatoes are now looking well, although the acre- 
age. is much reduced from last year. The market is higher 
this week on account of the higher Eastern market. Standard 
No. 3s are quoted at 85c.; 2s at 65c.; extra standard sanitaries 
for No. 3 are 90c. and No. 2s 70c. Fancy 3s are $1.05 and 
No. 2s, 75c. 


The kraut market is higher, with No. 3s quoted at 65c. 
for spots, with futures held at 62%c. Hominy, for standard 
No. 3 is quoted at 45c., and fancies at 50c. Pork and beans, 
No. 2s are 72%c. and No. 3s at 85c., with an active demand 
for futures. No. 3 standard pumpkin is held at 55c. in plain 
cans and at 65c. for fancy in enamel-lined cans. 


The demand for spot peas is exceedingly good and stocks 
are cleaning up fast. Indiana Alaska 4s are held at 65c. and 
Wisconsin at the same price. Indiana 3s are held at 67%c. for 
Alaskas, while Wisconsin holds them at 70c. Indiana sweets 
are practically cleaned up, while Wisconsin’s are selling well 
at 70c. factory for No. 5 sweets. The demand for all lines of 
canned foods is exceedingly heavy, principally on account of 
the long-continued dry weather.
